ſomething of God ſometime appearing, a zeal and a defire afterhimin

And though he ſaith, Theexperiences of meny thouſands doth confute this, 
yet ſay I, the experiences of ten thouſand times ſo many more ſhall con- 
firm it : Itis true, there may be thouſands like himſelf which will not 
ftumble to belye theirown ſouls , as he hath doneof us; yet betwixt 
him and I ia this matter God ſhall be our Judge, who hath not ſeat this 
Miniſtry, and yet it hath run , therefore it doth not, nor ſhall net profit .

mine,'it will be he that wil bc ſcund preaching another Goſpel , whoſe 
prattice is{ound in many things contrary to them who were Miniſters 
of the true Goſpel, and fo the curſe pronounced by the Apoſtlewill fall 
upon him, and not upon us in the day of judgement. 

21. His one and twentieth Reaſon : Saith he, The Quakers theme 
ſelves renounce in wor«s the Kanters and Papiſis a; a deluded ſort. 

Arnſ. To which I anſwer and fay, Yea, not onely in words, but in 
lives alſo we utterly abhor the Ranters and Papiſts both in profeſſion and 
praQtice, and do know that Richard Baxter is of the ſame ſpirit , though 
diflering in words. Burt ſaith he, The Rantersand Drunkard; Cres ont a= 
gainſt the ſame Miniſters and ſame exerciſe and ged/y people arthe Quaker? do. 
To which Fanſwer , What the Ranters and Drunkards may do in their 
wickedneſs and unclean ſpirits, isene thing, and what wedo in the ſear 
of God and tender love to peoples ſouls, is another thing; but how un- 
charitable is this man in his judgenrent ? Let us try him, as if I ſtould 
ſay, The Ranters, anddrunkards, and prophane, and all ungodly peo- } 
ple, they are our enemies, and doth oppeſe & gain-fay the way of God, 
and the people called Quakers, and they beat th;cm, and reproach them, 
and ſlander them, and doth much cruelty unto them; and thus doth K3- 
chard Baxter of Kedderminſterhe reviles them, andreproaches them,and 
belyes them , and therefore he is one with the Ranters, and drunkards, 
and propbkane people, and he holds part of the Papifts, Ranters, ard 
drunkards de@rine and praftice: And thus he judged with his ewn 
Rule, according as he bath judged us, by the ſame Rule; and now fay I 
as well as he of us, Letany man judge that hath rot ſor {worn all wit 
and reaſon, whether it is likely the Holy Ghoſt will infpire Richard Bax- 
zer and a company of Priefts of Eng/ard, to acquaint them with the ſame 
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Points, DoQrines, and PraQtices,which the Papiſts, Ranters, Drunkards, 

and all prophane people exerciſe themſelvesin; fſoras all they areene- 
mies 20 the Quekers, {o is he and his company. - Andfarther I ask him, 
Whether the ſame things be heavenly in Rich. Baxter and his company; 
which be helliſh in the Ranters and Prunkards ? And whether Richard 
Baxter hath not condemned himſelf and the Prieſts of England in eon- 
demning the Papiſts, and Ranrers, and Drunkards, and prophane peo- 
ple, in aQtidy the very lame things, to wit, ſpeaking againſt, reproach- 
ing, veriliog,and fandering,and backbiting an innecent people of God, 
call

2:2. His wo and twentieth Reaſon : And faith he, 1f 7 have «ny rea- 
fon 10 be weary of the Chriſtian C atholike reformed Religion, what reaſon have 
1 to twrn Quaker more then to any other Set > Why ( ſaith he ) how do they 
prove they are more in the right then any other, exc. 

Anz. Toall this I -=< a This is according to his knowledge, who 
ſees no difference between good and evil, between ſuch as ſerveth God, 
and ſuch as ſerves himnort; and how can this nan bea Teacher of 0- 
thers that is ſo blind timſelf? The true Chriſtian Religion he is out gw 
and in a Se, whoſe fruits are as bad as the Papiſiror Familifti,'or an 
others ; for I believe not the worſt of Sets could have brought Aa 
more lyes and flanders, and fcoffing words in one ſheet of paper,then he 
hath done in this which now I deal withall. And as for our proof that 
weare in the right way, toevery man that hath an cye to ſee,& anearto 
hear, and an heart to conceive, it's cake to be proved, and ſuch areſa- 
tisfied; but as for unbelicyers and perſecutors, ſuch as himſelf, they muſt 
hear, and ſee, and nut perceive and underſtand. 

23. Histhree and twentieth Reaſon : Saith he, The way by which they 
prevail is not producing any evidence, for they renounce that, and offers all from 
the Amhority of theſpirit within them, &xc. 

Anſ. The way by which we prevail isby the ſpirit of the Lord which 
iswithinus, and that was the way whereby all the Miniſters of Chrit 
ever prevailed,by the authority of that. But yet this is falſe, we do not de- 
ny to produce Evidences, butis ſufficiently able , and bath done it, to 
produce Evidences out ofthe Scripmres,to prove all things which we pro- 
fefſe or praftice for Religion. But ſaith he, They muſt prove their hs 
miſlion by Divine mirasles before any reaſonable man can believe it, cc. Ma- 
ny that fear God, and are in the pureſt Reaſon, hath-beliered us alrea- 
-dy , and doth ſeethe mighty wonders of God brought to paſſe, and ie 
cannot be believed by_Kichard Baxter, no more then Chriſt was be- 
lieved of the Phariſees , in whom the mighty power of God was made 
manifeſt, for though he did miracles, yerthar generation could nat be- 
lieve them. And hetells, of ſome that ſaid he was blind; ſo might they 
well do, and not lye, his blindnefſe is made manifct at large. And faith 
he, Bus can 7 ſee the Wiineſſe in them that [aith they have the witneſſe in them- 

C ſelves. 
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fetoer, Nay, becauſe thou art an unbelieyer thou cant not; but if thou 
werta bcliever in Chriſt, thou would feetethe Caine toftimgony'in the 
Brethren; butby thee we are not known, and therefore by thee ars fallly 
hidged 5 for no other teſtimony do we giver lk forth, but the ſanee 
which the Apoſtles did; which we have recetved from Chriſt as the Apo- 
files did,8& net by any Authority of our own,thougb he faiſly ſay it,buc 
by the Authoricy of the power of God; & we (kill not mach ſeek or beg 
our Advyercſaries þelief, for ro God are we knawn, and one to anocher in 
the ſpirit, and not to the! $1 (dom of the world, which is devillich, and 
knows not, nor.zeceiyes not the things which be eternal. | 

His laft Reaſon : They reach bur hug, like Doftrines , and taker the like 
coterſe as many of the Heretichs did;and faith he, Shell we run owr ſelves into 
the fire 'hich' hath conſumed ſuch Ferefte through former Ages, exe. 

Anſ, TothizI anſwer, The Doftrinesof the Gofpelwe hold forth 
and tcach to all people, andin that way which is called Herelze,worſhi 
we indeed the God of our fathers ; but it is but ſuch as this man wit 
whom I deal, who is a falſe witnefſe-bearer , and a reproacher, andthe 
company of Hireling-Teachers, and fuch like, that'doth call the way of 
God Herefie. And though he ſay , preſently after the Apoſtles dayes 
fuch Hereticks aroſe and troubled the Church. To which I anfwer, Nay 
1215 juſt ſuch like as himſelf, who appeared in the Apoſtles dayes, who 
taughtfor filthy lucre, and for gain made merchandize of ſouls; and it 
was ſuch lyigg Prophets which 7ohn faw the whole world run after in 
his dayes, and they were them that troubled the Church , even ſuch as 
were heady, and high minded, and proud, and covetous men, and ſuch 
as arefalſe Accuſers, and fierce men; and his ſhame and folly is made 
manifeſt, and ſo his lyes and flanders are turned upon his own head. 
And in his Conclufion he doth befeech Profeffors to conſider impartial- 
ly of theſe 24. Reaſons; to which TI fay, The moſt of them are ſoreaſon- 
teſſe, that they will rather turn to his own confuſion, then to his praiſe, if 
to any man of underſtanding: And he bids all bethink themſelves, |} 
—% » What « daleful thing it x that profeſſors should beſo looſe and unſta- | 

le, exc: | 
- Anf. Dolcfulit is indeed thatafter ſo much preaching of the Prieſts } 
of England, peeptc ſhould be ſo ignerant;looſe, and unitable as indeed 
they are; and this is a very ſhame to the Teachers , and ſhews that they 
werenot ſentof ' God, becauſe that the people are not profited at all, 
but centinues ignorant, looſe, aud unſtable 5 and wigked, according to 
thcir own conſeftion; and indeed, people are to be pittygd ghat are under 
their Miniſtry, who by it can never come to the knowledge of God, but 
mukt be ever learning fifty or ſixty years, and/ignorant, looſe, and unita- 
ble at their very end; and yet theſe are members of this Church of Eng- | 
land, ſo called, which the very Paſtors thereof confeſſeth to be loote, 


andynſtablc, and wicked, and brands us to be depyers of this Church, 
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as indeed we hare good reaſon,to fee the membersthereef ſo wicked, 
looſe, and unffable, as is confeſſed by their own Teachers , thereſorewe 
cannot be condemnedfor denying ſuch a Chareh, Secondly , He bids 
confer what « heavy judgimaryit is 36 profefſars themſeiver, tobv ſelf-con- 
demned, and ſiif-divided from the Church, ec. 1 
To which I anſwer , A heavy judgement indeed, that ſuch 4s ate of 
the Church ſtould be ſe}f-condemned, and ſelf-divided from it; bur yer it 
is a bleſſed thing that any that have been deceived with falſe likenefſe, 
now ſhould come to fee theerror thereof, & be turned to the triie Church 
which is in God, and to 'be drawn away from all windy Dodrinesof 
England: Teachers, and this many. doth witnefſe, Then he exhorts Chrr- 
ftliens to be ſerious, and be true to the light which they have received: To 
which I ſay, All chat are true to tbe light which they have received from 
Chri#t Jeſus, will deny this man I now deal withall, and all his lyes and 
flanders. Then he bids flick cloſe to the Word of Godz and I ſay, All - 
that doſo will finde it as a Fire & a Hammer, and will be gathered from 
under the dead Dedtrines of men.in this Age: And he exhorts them to 
Rick cloſe tv a faithful Miniſtry : To which Iſay, Then muſt they deny 
all Firelings, and ſweh as preacheth for hire, for ſach arenot of the 
faithful Minifiry, but deceivers of people. 

And thus in few-wordsretarn is ſent inthe purſute of « Sheet of Lyts aud 
Slanders pus forth into the world, and all ſaber-minded people by 1his may come 
10 « good underſtanding berween Truth and error, And though he ba#h. ta- 
Len a courſe t9 ſpread his Rooks as Balladrand Fables, by having ther cyt 
up and d;wn the ſireets,which isnot for hiradvantege altogether, us doth s 
Lis Work vidieulou: 10 all wiſemen. Andſs hertby it may beſien thar all bis 
Strong Reaſ-ns ave confoundtd and vvertmyned, that wonld hinder « man from 
beinga QUAKER. 


"1 main and chief things I have ſpoken of, and by what 
; is wricten in ſhort, menof underſtanding may under« 
ſtand what his whole mater can be : But in = beginning 
of his Book he falls a complaining of the lam: nrable Ignorance 
and wngodlineſs of common People ; and of th: pride; and ſelf 
Conceitedneſs of Profeſſors of goalineſs, and of the weakneſ” , and 
giddineſs, and unſtableneſs of others: To this I Anſwer, Iris 
true, abundance are ignorant, and abundance are proud and 
ſelf-conceited, and abundance unſtable and giddy in their 
minds; and ſubtraR theſe from the whole Company of 
the Hearers of the Teachers of England, and there is but a 
few lefr ( ifany at all) that are truly righteous in the fight 
of God; andfo to the ſhame of all the Teachers of Eng- 
Lind, hach he confeſſed the cruth in this particular ; and 
ſheweth chat indeed the People is not profited by them : and 
this is a ſtrong Argument that they were never ſent of God, 
but hath ran and were never ſent: Bur preſently after that 
hecryes out of Hereticks and Deceivers, even like as the 
Popedoth ; but what is he afraid of, That they that are ig- 
norant, and ungodly, and proud, and ſelf-conceiced, un; 
ſtable, and giddy, ſhould be deceived, they that are in thoſe 
iniquities are deceived already, and cannot poſſibly fall into 
greater deceit, or deluſion. But it appears, That many of 
the Prieſts of England cares not how little their Hearers pro- 
fits by them, ſo if they can get their wages, their Hire, their 
great ſums of money , for one of rhem ſaid (I mean a ſup- 
poſed Miniſter of E:21and) in Cambr dge-ſhire, That he mat- 
tered not if al his Hearers went to the Devil, ſo they would but 
ive him his dues ,, to wit, Tythes and Maintenance. So that 
y this inſtance, you may judge what ſtock they are of, and 
what their endeavours are; and we deſire that people may 
beundeceived of that wherein they are deceived, and that 
they may turn from ſuch a generation of covetous Teachers, 
who care ſo little for their ſouls. And whereas he ſaich, The 
Quakers are but of a few years tanding,and that they aroſe from 
among the Papiſt but a few years ago, Oc. s 
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To this I Anſwer, The £19] of God receive1 that name 
but a few.years ago, bur the Stints were Quak?rs, I am able 
to prove, long before ; for Abraham, and / aac, and Moſer, 

and Hebakkgk, Daniel, and Paxl, and all the reſt were Q#«- 

ker: though they were not called ſo, and though our name 

is new, yet. our Religionisold, for it is the good old 

way, even the way the Apoſiles'walkedin, though it hath 

been over-clouded for many years in the dark night or Apo» 

ſaſie, which hach been over the whole world z and the Beaſt 

hath reigned and made War againſt the Saints and killed 

them, and this hath been for many ages as yourmay read : 

Yet there was a Seed which God preſerved for himſelf in the 

mid of darkneſs, but now is the way of che Lord made ma- 

nifeſt again, and che ſame power and life of God which was 

in the Apoſtles dayes, and Truth ſhall ſpring forth, and Ido- 

latry ſhall be rooted out by lictle and little, and Antichriſt 

and his kingdom ſhall fall, and even Chriſt the Son of God 

the ſaine as ever was, for no other we own, bat him who was 

andis, and is to come; he ſhall rule, and his:people ſhall fol- 

low him. And though he faith, The qQxakers be an xpſturt 

SeZ : uſing ſuch ſcornful words, not beſeeming a Miniſter 

of Jeſus Chriſt , but we are willing to bear all his reproaches 

for Chriſts ſake. And he ſpeaks moſt fooliſhly, and faith as 

if we knew not the conreats of our Religion, yea, we know 

the contents and foundation of it, which is Chriſt that good 

old foundatioa, and him we are zealous for, and him we 

Preach and no other. And though he ſay, The C hriſtians 

Faith bath been known for ſixicen hundred years ago: I fayit 

was ſo, but the night hath been over all, whereia no man can 

work, ſince it hath been firſt revealed; and Traditions, and 

Superſtitions hath the World been exerciſed in, and led into; 

and the true Faith of che Goſpel hath been departed from, 
and many knows it not at this day. Arfd he ſaith, He ab- 

hors any Goſpel, ur Religion, that was not made fxteen hundred 
years ago, 3c. To this I Anſwer , Then muſt he abbor his 
own Practice, for ſprinkling ot Infants, telling people itis 
a Baptiziog into the Faith of Chriſt, was not.ſo long ſince, 
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nor ſinging D«vid; experiences in Rime and Meeter for a 
part of Gods Worſhip, and many other things which the 
Prieſts of Eng/and pratiſe for Refigion' and/Goſpet-Oxdi- 
naaces,butare not ſo, butaninvention cameinmany years 
ſince the Faith was revealed to the Apoſtles; and thus he 
bath abhorred his ovvn practiſe, and is condemned our of 
his ovvn mouth. And vvhereas he ſpeaks of one that lately 
ſpecks to another in theſe vords, He denied the God that he Wor- 
ſaiged. That might be true : for thouſendsin England Wor- 
ſhips the god of this World, and that god the Saints deny : 
And ke counts it a thing very abominable to truſt to that 
vybich is vvithin the Saints, though it be according to the 
Scriptures; for Chriſt isin the Saints, and Cod dvyelsin the 
Saints; and-God and Chrift is only to be truſtedro. Thiere 
is alſo another piece pur forth by him, called, A Sheer fer the 
Miniſtry: invvhichalſo ( according to his uſual manner ) 
be Rails and Lyes againſt the Quakers in many things, alſo 
I might inftance in many more things vyherein he hath be- 
lyed us, as a man vithourt fear or honeſty 2 and much ado he 
makes about Tythes : And he commends his Reader to the 
Quakers Catechiſme, for better ſatisfation. AndI docom- 
mend all ſober people to the Anſyver ot the ſame, vvherein 
his folly ard vveaknelſs is laid open, as in them parrticulats. 
But:be ſaith The Tenths are theirs as fully as the reſt are 
ours, but this is denyed, for the Tythes are not paid out of 
the Lands, but out of mens labours- and indufiriqus exerciſes 
uponthe Land :. for if any man let his Land lyeuntitled, 


there is no Tythes claimed, {o that iris manifeft it's paid out * 


of mens labours, and not outof the Land: and many other 
things vve have againſt Tythes, and againſt the unjuſineſſe of 
them, and: the oppreſſion grovving thereby. Andyve ds 
knovv, That never any: Minifter of Chriſt vyas maintained in 
ſuch a-vyay:. nay,,they vyere ſo far off being maintained b 

a Lavy, that they vvould not make uſe of their povyer vyhic 

they had in Chriſt in thoſe things as of outvvard mainte- 
Nance; Butmuch need not beſa1d, for thouſands. begins to 
ſee: the grievqus burden- and urlavyfulneſs- of Tythes, and 
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that in the Goſpel Mini I, theſe thingsare no vvay 
commanded by the lavy of God, but as they came in by tra- 
dition, and vvere eſtabliſhed by the Pope, and are nov the 
chief maintenance of England: Teachers, Indeed grievous 
and ſad to beconſidered it is, hovy many hundreds in Eng- 
land of honeſt men are made havock on in their Perſons and 
Eſtates in relation to Tythes, becauſe for Conſcience ſake 
they cannot pay to the upholding of an Antichriſtian Mini- 
ſry, vvhich denies Chriſc come in the fleſh, oy upholding 
Tythes, vvhich only belonged to the firſt Prief under 
the Lavy, and vvas never practiſed ( cither paid or reccived 
by any ) of them that vvere Witneſſes of Chriſt come, or 
after his death, vvho did thereby fulfil that part of the old 
Covenant, and put an end to that Covenant, and the Prieſt- 
hood vvas changed that took Tythes, and a neceſfity there 

vvas alſo of the change of the Lavv asit is vyritten. So this 

isan Anſyverin part to Richard Baxters many Lyes and Re> 
proaches, and his vyhole Work is turned by as our ſpoyled 

prey of Babylons treaſure, and no more to berecokned in 

the Records of Truth, but ſhall ſrand upon an account, a- 

mong the corrupted and poluted commodity,of the grovyth 

of /Egype and Babylon,
